Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—Ben- 
jamin Catchings, New York attorney, 
today asked the District of Columbia 
Supreme court, on behalf of thirty tax- 
payers, to enjoin Director Hines of the 
veterans’ bureau from sending out 250 
mail bags of insurance policies to 
world war veterans under the adjusted 
compensation law.

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No Welcome at Saigon | 
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The world fiyers left Tourane on 
June 17 and arrived at Saigon on the 
same day. It was at Saigon that they 
met a frosty reception. A native 
waiter in a restaurant refused to serve 
them, because they had no coats on. 
The French laughed at the world fly- 
ers’ discomfiture and the Yanks left 
the place without being served.

Can’t Eat Without Coat. 


“The first feature of life in this, 

‘Paris of the east’ that appealed to us 
was the sidewalk café. To some of us: 
they brought back happy memories of | 
Paris days and nights during the war. | 
The first one we came to looked sO 
alluring that we stopped for refresh- 
ments. But after sitting fora while at 
the little tables we became conscious 
of the fact that the waiters were 
taking care of everybody but us. More- 
over, they were scowling at us in a 
none too friendl} way. 
_“ Calling the head waiter, we started 
to tell him what we wanted, but he 
interrupted and said that they could 
not serve us and that we would have 
to leave. When we asked the reason 
for this, he said that no one without 
a coat could be served at the café! | 
We fully appreciated that it was un- 
common for Europeans to be without 
coats, but we tried to explain who we 
were and that as air service officers we 
could put on our naval colleagues’ 
trpusers and shirts and thus see the 
sights of Saigon, but that it was im-' 
possible fer us to wear their tunics 
and masquerade as members of an- 
other branch of the United States gov- 
ernment service. 

“All he said to this was that he 
knew all about who we were, but that 
it made no difference. We must beat it. 

“This inhospitality and frosty recep- 
tion hardly increased our enthusiasm 
for Saigon and we voted the city a 
‘washout.’ In fact, several of the 
boys had difficulty restraining them- 
selves. To make the affair all the more 
unpleasant, the Frenchmen sitting 
around at the tables apparently rel- 
ished our em sment and sided 
with the café management. 

Strange Shopping Trip. 

"Despite the fact that we had lost 
our enthusiasm for Saigon and would 
have preferred to return to the de 
stfoyer, we were all in need of linen. 
80 we started out to do a bit of shop- 
ping. ‘Les’ entered a tailor shop, 
found a suit that fit him perfectly, and 
immediately wantel to buy it. But the 
tailor refused. Strange city, this Sai- 
gon! So ‘Les’ put down a $10 bill, 
which he knew by that time was more 
than white suits of that sort were 
worth, picked up the suit, and walked 
off down the street with it under his 
atm. For a block the tailor ran along 
behind him shrieking and howling. But 
he vanished in a hurry when ‘ Les’ in- 
formed him that if he didn’t hurry 
back to his tailor shop he wouldn’t be 
able~ to. 

“Our shopping tour proved to be 
an interesting adventure. It was our 
first oe in bickering and dick- 
ah ith orientals.

wanted, but we didn’t mind arguing 
about it just for’ amusement. The 
price quoted was $9, and it was a neck- 
lace, of oriental stones. We finally 
said we would give a dollar for it, and 
when we started io walk out the door 
the Chinese merchant ran after us 
‘and said that the necklace was ours 
fer the dollar. 

Speak Pidgin French. 

,“ Another interesting thing about 
Saigon is that the natives instead of 
speaking pidgin English, speak pidgin 
Prench. It is a colorful city with 
French looking buildings, an impres- 
sive cathedral, many French inhabi- 
tants, and the dense verdure of the 
tropics.

HOUSE O. K.’S BIG 
POSTOFFICE AND 
TREASURY BILL 


Appropriations T ot al 
~  $763,000,000. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—Speed- 
ing along at almost an unprecedented 
legislative clip, the house today passed 
the treasury-postoffice supply bill, 
which, with its $763,000 000 total, is the 
largest peace time appropriation meas- 
ure ever considered by congress. 

Serit to the senate practically with- 
out amendment after only two days 
consideration, the bill provides, among 
other things, $11,000,090 for prohibi- 
tion enforcement and $20,000,000 for 
the coast guard service, half of which 
would be available during the coming 
fiscal year for use in curbing. rum 
smuggling. 

$2,600,000 for Air Mail. 

Other items in the bil. include $2,- 
600,000 for the transcontinental air 
mail service, $526,373 for maintenance 
of pneumatic mail tubes in New York 
City, $16,656,200 for the customs serv- 
ice and $9,103,101 for the — health 
service. 

The fourth of the saeek supply bills 
to go to the senate, which so far has 
failed to act on any of them, the bill’s 
passage cleared the way for considera- 
tion by the house late .n the week of 
the army appropriation measure. 

All sections of the treasury-post- 
office bill dealing with mints and assay 
offices and concerning the upkeep and 
improvement of public buildings were 
approved by the house as drafted by 
the appropriations committee. 

Just before final action on the bill, 
Representative Bushy [Dem., Miss.] 
moved to recommit the bill to the ap- 
propriations committee to have the 
appropriation for the pay of rural mail 
carriers raised from $88,350,000 to $89,- 
250,000. The motion was lost, 69 to 
147. 


POSTAL HEARINGS TO END

FREEDOM IN 
BROADCASTING. 


The attention of our readers is called to a com- 
munication from Secretary Hoover, printed in the 
Voice of the People today. We are giad that the 
report upon which we commented did not convey 
his proposal and that he does not favor that’ ex- 
periment in censorship. 

But even the suggestion Mr. Hoover did make, 
for a “ national program,” to which one hour a day 
would be devoted, seems to us to present some dif- 
ficulties. His idea is that this hour should be “re- 
served for such important things as addresses by 
the President, performances by artists and other 
persons of national fame,” 

In the first place, an hour is about 25 per cent of 
the maximum time available to the mass of radio 
users—that is, from 7 to 11 p.m. Perhaps the pro- 
grams for this national hour would always have 
so strong and inclusive an appeal that the radio 
public en masse would gladly devote that percent- 
age to the instruction and improvement which are 
the objects of the nationa] program. On the other 
hand, in the case of addresses by public officials, 
would it not give an unfair advantage to them and 
to their party? Of course, a message of the Presi- 
dent to congress would deserve a place in the na- 
tional program or a formal report of any govern- 
ment official, but the privilege of being heard on 
the national program would be exploited for per- 
gonal or party profit. We think it would be diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to prevent this.

Chicago, Dec. 24.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.J—1. What right has a 
judge to interfere in a lodge meeting 
where no crime has been committed. and 
the same case was dismissed two weeks 
prior, before another judge? 


Mr. Hoover says he made no suggestion of the 
character of contro] of programs, but if there is to 
be a program some one must make it up, and we 
have the old conundrum, quis custodiet custodes? 

A national program necessarily implies control, 
and it is our opinion that radio broadcasting needs 
no more control than the publication of books, the 
press, or the theater. It is a new form of communi- 
cation, and in our opinion should be left as free for 
Gevelopment as possible. As in the case of all 
publicity, decency sets certain limits. Appeals sub- 
versive of peace or conducive to crime should be 
barred. But otherwise broadcasting should be left 
free to meet public gastes and desires in all their 
varieties. 

We are assuming that the proposal of a national 
program implies that the hour devoted to it should 
be silent for all other broadcasting. If this is not 
intended the objections to it are somewhat dimin- 
ished. But even if the hour were not silent to all 
other programs and the national program had to 
compete with them this competition might be in 

fact destroyed if the official program were to be 
given to the most powerful stations, which could 

- drown out ail weaker stations. 
In short, it seems to us that the practical difi- 
, @ulties of imposing a model program upon the pub- 
lic are greater than the experiment would be worth,

broadcasting station to undertake to 
provide the necessary interconnection. |!

censorship and therefore the negation 
of American. notions. Nor have I (as 
has also been reported) proposed a 2 per 
cent or any other tax on radio sales to 
support such a program.

WONDER WHAT SCRUTATOR 
‘ THINKS ABOUT THIS! 


Chicago, Dec. 23.—In this morning’s 
TRIBUND Scrutator has an article on tax 
exempt securities which seems to feed 
the general misunderstanding of this 
subject. 
If a municipality should issue two sets 
of bonds, the one tax free, the other 
not, and if it were definitely known how 
much the tax on the taxable bonds 
would be and that this tax could not be 
evaded, the two sets of bonds would sell 
at prices yielding exactly the same net 
return to the investors. For the taxable 
bonds the government would first pay 
out a high rate of interest and then col- 
lect part of this back after a year or 
two. While in connection with the 
exempt securities it would keep the 
amount of the tax in the first place. As 
matters actually stand, however, those 
that think they ‘can dodge their taxes 
will buy taxable bonds and collect the 
high rate of interest, while those that 
feel unable to do so or believe that taxes 
will go higher will buy the tax exempt 
bonds. If taxes go lower the tax exemp 
investors will lose. : 

But the most important point to be 
noted in connection with tax free bonds 
is that the money is used mostly for 
public improvements which render free 
service to the public. A very large 
amount of the funds so raised is actual- 
ly used for strictly communistic pur- 
poses. We have even at this time more 
real communism than any one or all of 
the avyowedly communistic governments. 
A certain amount of such work is to be 
highly commended, but it is, at the same 
time, a very serieus question as to how 
far we can go with it. As a rule, the 
upkeep of the thing purchased by bor- 
rowed money costs many times more 
than the interest on the loan.

RENOMINATION OF 
COOLIDGE IN 1928 
URGED AT OMAHA 


Omaha, Neb., 


Dec, 30.—President 


Coolidge is rightfully entitled to a re 


nomination in 1928, Leslie M. Shaw, 
former secretary of the treasury, as 
serted today in an address before the 
Nebraska Bar association.

CHINA'S RULER 


Many Provinces Rally to 
~ Red Standard.

PEKING, Dec. 30.—Sun Yat-sen, tHe 
South China leader, is coming to Pe- 
king on Wednesday, whence, after 
Passing a few days at the home of Dr. 
Wellington Koo, he will proceed to 
Tongshan, twelve miles northwest of 
Peking, where he will remain under 
the protection of Gen. Feng Yu-hsiang’s 
troops until the “ people’s conference ” 


elects him president. This will prob 
ably be about the Chinese New Year, 
Jan, 24. 

Tuan Chui-jui, head of the provision- 
al government, does not intend to de- 
part from Peking, although Chang Tso- 
lin, the Manchu war lord, sbortly is 
returning to Mukden. These two lead- 
ers contemplate challenging Sun -Yat- 
sen’s election on the ground that he is 
ineligible, being a confessed American 
citizen. 

Indorse Bolshevik Party. 

Numerous provinces indorse the 
Kwomintang or bolshevik party. of 
which Sun Yat-sen is one of the lead- 
ers. Included in these are Hupeh and 
Hunan, which are in favor of the cal! 
for the people’s conference, which will 
urge fighting for the people against 
militarism, imperialism, and capital- 
ism. The soviet ambassador is openly 
accused of financing the people’s con- 
ference.

pared against a German attack when 
the evacuation is Gompleted. Germany 
interprets this as meaning that when 
the third zone is evacuated ffteen 
years after the signing of the treaty 
the entente must see that Germany is 
unarmed and therefore cannot make 
this the issue at present. 

Just what Herr Stresemann meant 
by warning the allies not to overtax 
the German patience is causing con- 
siderable comment here, but it is gen- 
erally interpreted as meaning Gerrany 
is prepared to answer by making hard- 
er trade treaty terms, especially in 
refusing France its former right to 
send Alsace and Lorraine goods into 
Germany without tariffs. 

“The continuous harassing of Ger- 
many and more events such as the fail- 
ure to evacuate Cologne will result in 
bankruptcy of the Dawes plan,” Herr 
Stresemann said. “ But this does not 
mean that Germany’s payments at 
least for two years under the Dawes 
plan are involved.”

ciated with warm, mellow spring days,

Although the ground was frozen and 
the surrounding country anything but 
inviting on that cold day we'll wager 
that the doves bad no difficulty in find- 
ing plenty to eat, as weed seeds are 
abundant. Moreover, in the grain 
fields these birds can usually “ har- 
vest” a bit of food. Mourning doves 
hatched in Illinois during the summer 
have been shot by Alabama hunters, 
according to the records compiled by 
the bird banders, who have learned 
many interesting facts about this 
handsome little dove that winters as 
far south as Panama.
